W ith All Her Failingm, She la Held 
In Hitch Edteem.

“Burma, as in many other things,” 
writes V. C. Scott in his book “The 
Silken Last. ’ “is in adv ance of more 
reputedly civ ilized countries in the 
| status It accords to its women. 
The 
: infant m arriage and shutting up in 
i walled houses, the polygamy, the ha- 
! reins, the social punishment of widows, 
the denial of spiritual rights which pre- 
! v ail in India arc unknown in Burma. 
Here women marry when they are of 
age and after they hav e seen some­ 
what of the world. 
They marry, for 
the most part, whomsoev er they will 
and from lov e. 
They are not handed 
ov er as chattels to a man whom they 
know not, but are courted and won. 
The married women’s property act has 
in effect been established for centuries 
In Burma. 
In this country, where the 
women earn so much, the woman’s 
earnings are her own. Div orce is eas­ 
ily obtained, but seldom asked for. The 
lightness of the marriage laws, the 
readiness of the Bunn esc women to en­ 
ter into an easy alliance, shock the v ir­ 
tue of the strenuous foreigner, but 
within her ideals she is a perfectly 
proper, modest and well mannered wo­ 
man. 
“She has fallings. Who has not? Her 
practice of chewing betel is inelegant 
und destructiv e to her teeth; her v oice 
Is apt under the pressure of adv ersity 
to be shrill; her keen business faculties 
detract a trifle from the romance in 
which, as in a halo, all women are en­ 
v eloped; in old age she is v ery ugly, 
and ev en in youth her nose is stumpy, 
her lips a little thick, her cheek bones 
high and heav y—but those are Cau­ 
casian objections.

The Jews became addicted to it after 
the captiv ity. 
Ii spread into the west 
and into Rome at about the beginning 
of the Christian era. Astrologers play­ 
ed an Important part at Rome, where 
(hey were called Chaldeans and “mathe­ 
maticians." Although they were often 
banished by the senate and the emper­ 
ors on pain of death and were other­ 
wise persecuted, they continued to hold 
(their ground. 
Ev en Ptolemy the as­ 
tronomer « lid not escape the infection, 
which in his time had been univ ersal. 
Mohammedanism was well adapted 
to astrology, and the Arabs cultiv ated 
the “science” with great ardor from 
the sev enth to the thirteenth century. 
Some of the early Christian fathers ar­ 
gued against astrologu in its earlier 
form and others receiv ed It modified 
to some extent. There is a hint of as- 
trology, some critics think, in the story 
of the v isit of the three wise men from I 
the east to Bethlehem at the time of 
, the Nativ ity. 
Probably the palmiest days of astrol­ 
ogy were the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries. At two of the oldest univ er­ 
sities in Europe chairs were founded 
f -r its teaching—at Bologna arid at Pa­ 
dua. 
No prince’s court was complete 
without Its astrologer. After the renais­ 
sance the study of astrology was v ig­ 
orously opposed, though for centuries 
many men continued to believ e in it, 
among whom, at least to a certain ex­
